MAKERS OF GOOD GOODS ONLY. 
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The month just past has demon- 
Hardware strated conclusively and beyond all cavil 
Association the substantiality and permanence of the 
Reports. varicus state organizations of retail hard- 
ware dealers throughout the middle west. 
In January the Kansas Association held their meeting, 
and in-February Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky, Missouri, 
Illinois, Iowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota and North Dakota 
held most successful annual meetings. The Michigan 
Association holds her convention in midsummer. The 
attendance at these various conventions, the systematic 
management of the work to be accomplished, the 
breadth of the discussion of trade topics, the high 
literary and practical character of the papers read, all 
attest a decided advance over previous conventions. A 
feature, too, that speaks volumes for the character and 
ability of the delegates in attendance at these various 
gatherings has been the. entire absence of friction. 
Everywhere there has been unanimity, with no harsh 
jarring notes of discord. There are no factions in any 
state association, no ambitious cliques aiming to sub- 
ordinate the general good to private advancement, no 
fault-finding coteries to hamper the work of their 
brother dealers. Then, too, there has been everywhere 
a generous showing of self-sacrifice in the common 
good. There has been no wire-pulling for offices, but 
on the contrary, in every state the office has sought the 
man, and the hardware men whose associates have urged 
them to take the offices of responsibility have cheerfully 
complied. 

Nineteen hundred and one marks the high tide, not 
only in the attendance of dealers at these conventions, 
but of representatives of manufacturing and jobbing in- 
terests as well. Stove salesmen, hardware specialty men 
and hardware jobbers have freely rubbed elbows with the 
retail trade, and all have felt that the interests of one 
were the interests of all. 

While the Missouri Retail Stove and Hardware 
Dealers’ Association is the only one of these organiza- 
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tions that has embodied the word “stove” in its offi- 
cial title, the other associations are as much retail stove 
conventions as they are retail hardware associations. 
This is shown by the fact that the question which 
aroused the most interest at both the Wisconsin and 
Towa associations was that of the sizes of stove pipe 
collars. In fact, the retail hardware man is a retail 
stove man in ninety-nine cases out of a hundred, and 
vice versa. 

An augury to show the widespread interest in this 
movement has been the great number of new subscribers 
we have secured from hardware dealers interested in 
association work who were eager to secure the best re- 
ports of the doings of their own association and those in 
sister states, as well as the enormous demand for copies 
of our paper containing the proceedings of the con- 
ventions. 

THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, by its prompt, com- 
prehensive and accurate reports of these conventions in 
past years, had naturally attracted a class of readers 
who expected it to repeat its former journalistic achieve- 
ments in handling the 1901 hardware associations, and 
that the confidence of our readers has not been mis- 
placed is shown by our reports of this year’s conven- 
tions, in which we cannot but take a pardonable pride. 
In spite of the fact that even as many as four conven- 
tions were held in a single week, we were enabled to 
gives prompt and complete reports of all of them. a 
week in advance of the condensed reports contained in 
other publications. 

In our Jan. 19th issue, eight and three-quarter pages 
were devoted to the convention of the Kansas Retail 
Hardware Association, held at Kansas City, Kan., and 
six half-tone portraits of officials of the association 
were shown. 

Our Feb. 9th issue gave 1814 pages to the conven- 
tion of the Wisconsin Retail Hardware Dealers’ As- 
sociation, held at Milwaukee, and besides 12 pictures of 
association officials, a full page half-tone of a group pic- 
ture of the association was shown. 

Our Feb. 16th issue devoted 24 pages to the con- 
vention of the Iowa Retail Hardware Dealers’ Associa- 
tion, held at Dubuque, and showed 20 portraits of lead- 
ing Iowa hardware men. 

Our Feb. 23d issue covered four retail hardware 
cénventions. The convention of the Missouri Retail 
Stove and Hardware Dealers’ Association, held at Kan- 
sas City, received 914 pages and 10 portraits of officials 
of the organization were shown. Six officers of the Ken- 
tucky Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association were shown 
in a group picture taken at their convention at Lex- 
ington, and 3 pages were devoted to a report of this 
gathering. The Illinois Retail Hardware Dealers’ As- 
sociation convention, at Galesburg, was reported com- 
prehensively in 2214 pages, and 11 pictures of officials 
of the association were shown. The Indiana Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association convention at Indian- 
apolis received 11 pages, 6 portraits of officials being 
shown. 

In our March 2d issue the North Dakota Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association convention at Grand 
Forks received 1234 pages, 11 portraits of officers being 
shown. The Ohio Hardware Association convention at 
Cincinnati, the greatest retail hardware convention ever 
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held, was reported in 3014 pages, every last detail being 

given and 16 portraits of officers were shown. The 
Minnesota Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association con- 
vention received 1314 pages, 10 portraits of officers be- 
ing shown. 

In these five issues of this paper 14334 pages were 
devoted to the reports of these 10 state conventions and 
108 portraits of prominent association officials were 
shown, not counting in the full page group picture of 
the Wisconsin association. Then, too, 7144 pages of our 
January and February issues were devoted to prelim- 
inary announcements sent us by the secretaries of these 
various associations. 

With but a few exceptions these conventions were 
held on Wednesday and Thursday, and consequently 
the mechanical facilities of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN 
were taxed to set the immense amount of copy neces- 
sarily turned in on Friday morning to be set in time 
for the paper going to press the same day. 

On Feb. 22 our mechanical department set 255,812 
ems of brevier copy in a single day, and on March 1 
they set 340,783 ems brevier. A volume of brevier 
copy of the size of this is utterly beyond the daily ca- 
pacity of any trade paper except THE AMERICAN ARTI- 
SAN. Consequently, even had some of our competitors 
possessed an enterprise equal to ours in securing com- 
plete reports of the various conventions, coupled with 
a willingness to assume an equally heavy expense for 
telegraphic tolls, etc., it would have availed them 
little, owing to their mechanical facilities being un- 
equal to the handling of such an avalanche of rush 
copy. 

Tue AMERICAN ARTISAN must take this occasion 
to return its best thanks to the officers of the various 
state associations for their kindly co-operation and gen- 
erous assistance to its representatives, without which the 
immense work involved in the preparation of these re- 
ports could never have been accomplished in the short 
time intervening before the paper went to press. Par- 
ticularly would we desire to thank the various associa- 
tion secretaries in this connection.

SHOULD LEND A HAND. 


Both these individual dealers are wrong. Each one 
should come forward and subscribe liberally of his help, 
laying the foundation in good breadth and strong. If 
there are any defects or imperfections lend his or their 
aid to correct them. 

INITIALLY CRUDE. 

No organization or association can attain the per- 
fection step at one move. All organizations at first are 
somewhat crude. Perfection comes, if at all, after boil- 
ing, reboiling and clarifying the best thought of its 
membership. When that point has been reached har- 
monious co-operative work will surely bring better re- 
sults than have attained in the past by a sort of cut- 
throat competition. 


CUT-THROAT AND BUSINESS COMPETITION. 


There are two sorts of competition among town 
dealers and competitive town dealers. The cut-throat, 
which brings ill feeling, hatred, loss, broken, ragged, 
run down stocks, a lazy business and no profits. The 
business competition which brings friendship, good 
will, good feeling, fair marginal profits, clean, up-to- 
date stocks, stores, sharp, aggressive business life, vim 
and prosperous conditions, which all may enjoy if they 
can only be diverted from bad to good methods. 


HOPES TO SOON SEE A NATIONAL ASSOCIATION,

bryo. Not all are perfect. Lessons are to be learned, 
application and work will discover the right policies. 
Each individual member or state dealer should get in 
line, put forth his best efforts, that the near future may 
see a good, substanfial national association of hard- 
ware dealers, each and every state of the union repre- 
sented therein.

JEWEL GASOLENE STOVES. 


Geo. M. Clark & Company, Chicago, send us their 
latest handsome catalogue of Jewel gasolene stoves. 
The cover shows ‘a reproduction of the handsome gold 
medal this firm received at the Paris Exposition in 
1900. This firm have completed a new line all of 
steel, equally rigid and durable, consisting of two 
smokeless generator stoves, five generator stoves, two 
smokeless giant burner stoves, four Jewel Acme stoves 
and two Process stoves. This firm’s improved Giant 
Burner has a smokeless lighting attachment similar to 
that on the Smokeless generator. This firm’s popular 
Junior burner has been improved by the addition of a 
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side ell and needle, making a generator with ample 
capacity for three cooking holes. 

In the construction of the Jewel smokeless gen- 
erator, large burner caps are used on the non-generat- 
ing burner 334 inches in diameter. Leading features of 
this generator are the heavy cast brass generator head 
with removable plug for quick cleaning, every needle 
ell easily removed and renewed and the Jewel “cut-off” 
for a sub-flame. After the burner is: once lighted the 
“cut-off” can be moved to one side, switching the flame 
beneath the burner plate, where it can be turned low. 
By using an additional ell, covered by a shield, a blue 
flame is secured for lighting. 

The drip cup is so constructed that the small 
amcunt of gasolene which it contains burns blue. In 
half a minute it is nearly consumed, then the light- 
ing valve is opened and its blue flame serves to heat the 
generator. No heating flame comes in contact with any 
of the needle points, so there can be no deposit of carbon. 

The Jewel smokeless generator range No. 85 has 
a cast iron frame mounted on casters. The body is 
made of cold-rolled sheet steel, japanned. There are 
drip pans under all burners. There are two burners 
on the top and two on the step, either or both of which 
may be used. 

Other features are high shelf with nickeled brack- 
ets, raised grates, oven drop doors with hardwood 
handles; and flue connection at the rear. 

The Jewel Acme burner has a burner head of cast 
brass. A large japanned wheel, lettered “open” and 
“shut,” with convenient handles, acts as a regulator 
and stop to the needle. A heavy drip cup causes the 
lighting flame to burn blue, free from smoke or soot. 
A shoulder on the needle prevents enlargement of the 
orifice.

RADIANT HOME AIR BLAST COAL COOK. 





The accompanying cut shows the air blast linings 
in Radiant Home air blast coal cook, manufactured by 
Black & Germer, Erie, Pa. 





Radiant Home Air Blast Liuings. 


The oven is very large and pratically square. The 
shelf is only one-half inch shorter than the bottom. 

The large fire box is properly proportioned. In its 
walls are cast a large number of self cleaning cells and 
slots extending from the bottom to the top, through 
which air is heated and forced by the grates, causing 
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causing the fuel to burn from against the linings to the 
center instead of through the center, thus obtaining 
as large and hot a fire surface as is possible, directly 
against the linings with never any ashes to obstruct its 
radiation. The hot air from the draft slots mixes with 
the gases. 

The duplex grate is perfectly fitted and adjusted, 
and when reversed, it forms a complete wood grate. 

Pocket joints prevent cement from falling out. 

Reservoir damper—when open, heat passes under 
reservoir, boiling the water, then around the oven. No 
heat being wasted. 

The vertical direct draft damper can be replaced 
without removing the top of stove. 

The cemented lower bottom forces heat to the oven 
and does not allow it to be wasted by radiation into the 
room. 

Other features are cemented oven top, top cut in 
four sections, interlocking long center, heavy covers, 
braced centers, large bailed ash pan, large white enam- 
eled reservoir, wide draw-out drop hearth and kicker.

to be the focus of the railroads of the great north- 
west, but what good does an edge on shipping facilities 
avail if one has ndt the goods to ship. The great ware- 
houses of this firm carry a very full assortment of 
hardware goods, and they are in a position to meet, not 
only ordinary, but unexpected and unusual demands of 
the trade. Suppose 100 different dealers in different 
sections of the northwest should come to their stores 
some fine morning and find that the gentle burglar had 
done them dirt the preceding night.

whose policy it is to make their interests its own, even 
in such apparent trifles as the stenographer’s sister’s 
bicycle.

President Miller read his annual address, which 
carefully reviewed the labors of the association the past 
year. ‘The signal success of the association in dealing 
with different wholesalers was gone over with in detail. 
He suggested that manufacturers desirous of prevent- 
ing their goods from getting into the hands of illegiti- 
mate competitors should agree and enforce a system by 
which the source of supply might be traced. He also 
mentioned the abuse of quantity and class differentials, 
under which the inequitable conditions confronting the 


retailer are made possible. 
The importance of co-operative work between job- 


ber and dealer was urged, and the work done in this di- 
rection was outlined, 


The eminently judicious suggestion was made that 
the president of the association should be relieved from 
the necessity of passing upon all phases of association 
work by dividing the work into the following cabinet 
heads, viz.: Legislative, Financial, Grievance, Jobbers 
and Manufacturers or Arbitrative, Membership and 
Organization. One member of the executive com- 
mittee should be appointed’ to take charge of, in- 
vestigate and pass upon whatever might present itself 
under any one of these heads and leave the president 
to pass upon whatever sundry affairs might arise during 
the year, and as counsellor when deemed necessary 


after ideas were well formulated. This plan would en-

able an active business man to accept the presidency, as 
it would practically relieve him of three-fourths of the 
work he would be expected to supervise. 

An evil that the association will have to remedy is 
found in the fact that a large number of jobbers and 
manufacturers do not belong to any association of na- 
tional character, and consequently do not consider them- 
selves bound by any arrangements that might be en- 
tered into between these bodies, and presents difficulties 
in adopting the conclusions of these joint bodies, be 
they ever so wise and just. 

An interesting part of Mr. Miller’s report dealt 
with the proposed rearranging of dates of the Inter- 
state and the several state meetings. At present the In- 
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terstate meets after the state association meetings for 
the year are over, and it is impossible to put before them

WILL MEET AT ASHEVILLE, N.C. 


A telegram to THe AMERICAN ARTISAN from Ashe

DEATH OF OTTO L. SCHULTE.

NEW CONSTITUTION OF THE CHICAGO RETAIL 
HARDWARE DEALERS’ ASSOCIATION. 





The Chicago Retail Hardware Association, at a re- 
cent meeting, made a thorough revision of their consti- 
tution, their new constitution and by-laws reading as 
follows: 


CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS OF THE CHICAGO RETAIL HARDWARE 
ASSOCIATION AS AMENDED JANUARY 25, IQOI. 
Article 1—Name. 

The name of this Association shall be “The Chicago Retail 

Hardware Association.” 
Article 2—Objects. 

The objects of this Association shall be to promote the 
welfare of the retail hardware trade of Chicago, and to create 
amongst its members confidence and social benefits. 

Article 3—Membership. 
Section 1. Any person, firm or corporation engaged in 
the retail hardware business in Chicago, and recognized as a 
re@il hardware dealer, may become a member of this asso- 
ciation. 


Sec. 2. A ballot shall be taken on every application for 
membership. Three objections debar an applicant from mem- 
bership. 

Sec. 3. Any member who is six months in arrears in 


dues shall be suspended. He can be reinstated within the 
following three months by a majority vote of the Association 
by paying a fee of $1.50 and all back dues. 
Article 4—Revenues. 
Section 1. Membership fees shall be three dollars. 

Sec. 2—Dues shall be four dollars per annum, payable 
quaraerly in advance. 

Article 5—Officers. 

Section 1. The officers of this association shall be presi- 
dent, vice-president, secretary, collector and treasurer, who 
shall serve for a term of one year, or until their successors 
are elected. 

Sec. 2. The president shall preside at all meetings, and 
appoint all committees. 

Sec. 3. The vice-president shall preside in the absence of 
the president. 

Sec. 4. The secretary shall enter the minutes of the meet- 















ings in a book of records, do all corresponding, draw all orders 
on the treasurer, and have charge of the seal: He shall receive 
a salary as the Association may decide. 

Sec. 5. The treasurer shall receive all moneys and pay 
all disbursements after being voted upon by the members; 
the ordrs for same to b signed by the secretary and presi- 
dent ,or, in his absence, by the vice-president. 

Sec. 6. The collector shall collect all dues from each 
member when due, and the nturn them over to the treasurer 
at every meeting. For such work he shall receive a salary as 
the &ssociation may decide. 

Article 6—Bonds. 

The treasurer shall furnish a bond as shall be decided at 

the meeting of the election of officers. 
Article 7—Buying Committee. 

Section 1. A buying Committee of three shall be elected 
at the annual election, to buy as instructed by the Association. 
They shall receive a salary as the association may decide. 

Sec. 2. A grievance committee of five (5) shall be 
appointed by the president at the beginning of his term.. 

Sec. 3. An executive committee of five (5) shall consist 
of the president, vice-president, and three other members, who 
shall be elected at the annual meeting, whose duty it shall be 
to look after the welfare of the Association. 

Article 8—Elections. 

The annual election of officers shall be held at the regular 
meeting in December. The newly elected officers shall tak 
their seats at the next regular meeting. 

Article 9—Auditing Committee. 

An auditing committee of three (3) shall be appointed at 
the regular meeting in December to examine the books of 
«the secretary, collector and treasurer, said committee to report 
at the next regular meeting. 

Article 10—Early Closing Agreement. 

The members of this Association agree to close their 
respective places of business on Wednesday and Friday even- 
ings at 7 p. m. during the months of January, February, March, 
April, July, August, and September, and also agree to keep 
their stores closed all day Sunday throughout the year. 

Article 11—Meetings. 

Section 1. The regular meetings of this Association shall 
be held on the fourth Friday of each month, commencing at 
8 o'clock p. m. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings may be called by the president 
and secretary. 

Article 12—Honorary Membership. 

Honorary members can be admitted by unanimous vote, 
they can attend meetings, debate. but have no vote, cannot 
hold office, and pay no dues. 

Article 13.—Quorum. 

Ten members shall constitute a quorum at any meeting to 

transact busirless according to our laws. 
Article 14. 
The collector shall send bills every three months to each 


member for dues. 
Article 15.—Removal. 


It shall be the duty of every member to report the removal 
of persons unworthy of credit. 

Article 16—Deaths. 

In case of death of a member the president and secretary 
shall be empowered to buy a floral piece, not to exceed $12.00, 
and the secretary shall notify the members of such death. 
One carriage to be permitted for the officers. 


Article 17—Amendments. 

Amendments must be submitted in writing, .read at a reg- 
ular meeting, laid over until the next regular meeting, and 
all members must be notified of proposed amendment before 
final action can be taken. Three-fourths of the members 
voting can carry an amendment.

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MAKING A VENT PIPE. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

In response to the request from Baton Rouge, La., 
will say I would make my vent pipe 10x20 inches, con- 
nect with the register box without changing it to a 
round elbow or pipe, as in Figs. 1, 2 and 3. Take out 
the round bottom of register box and make tapering 
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flange as shown in cuts. As this is to be a vent pipe, you 
need not be afraid of fire even if you run your vent in 
contact with ceiling. I would advise making same of 
No. 29 galvanized iron, as it will not rust.

I submit the following as a method for obtaining 


a pattern for a pitched cover to be straight on one side: 
Let A, B, C, D represent desired cover. Extend lines 
A C and B D until they meet at O. On line C D strike 
semi-circle and space into any number of equal parts, 1, 
8, 5, etc., and with C as center and 1, 3, 5, etc., as radii, 
strike arcs until they intersect line C D at 2, 4, 6, ete.

Draw O X at any convenient place, and with O as center 
and O C, O02, O4, etc., as radii, strike ares from points 
on the line O X as C’, 2’, 4’, etc., and with O as center 
and O a and points of intersection on line A B strike 
the smaller arcs from line O x. Now set compass equal 
to space on semi-circle A B, as C 1, and beginning at 
C’, on line O z, space 1’, 3’, 5’, ete., on ares 2’, 4’, 6, 





etc., until you reach y, which will give large end of pat- 

tern when traced through points. To obtain small end, 

connect points 1’, 3’, 5’, etc., to center O, and trace 

through intersections on small arcs. “S. B. 8.”

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ACTION OF ZINC. 


Another very interesting instance of the peculiar 
action of zine under certain conditions came to our 
notice not long ago. This time the trouble was with a 
tank used for heating water, and containing coils of 
brass pipe through which exhaust steam was passed. 
The shell of the tank corroded rapidly, and one day a 
large crack opened in one of the plates, and the hot 
water (which was under a pressure of 75 pounds) was 
discharged into the room. An entirely new 5-16th inch 
shell, 42 inches diameter and 8 feet high, was then con- 
structed, and when it was placed in position a 30 pound 
pig of zinc was hung between the tubes to prevent the 
continuance of the corrosion. The zinc certainly did 
prevent the species of corrosion that had given so much 
trouble before, but it gave rise to a very peculiar altera- 
tion of the iron of which the new shell was made. After 
the lapse of two years, the handhole plates were renewed, 
and it was found that although the old ones had pre- 
served their form they were softened on their inner sur- 
faces so that a pen-knife point could be easily thrust 
into them about 3-16ths of an inch. The metal on 
these surfaces was black and lustreless, and had every 





appearance of being graphite or black lead. So soft 
was it that the strengthening ribs on one of the plates 
were entirely cut away by an ordinary pocket knife. 
The interior surface of the tank presented the same ap- 
pearance, but as the tank showed no signs of distress 
it was continued in use, and for six years it has proved 
serviceable and satisfactory, no leaks or other symptoms 
of weakness having been observed. The old handhole 
plates were kept for subsequent examination, but in a 
short time they hardened up so that a cold chisel would 
make scarcely any impression on them. The zine pig 
that had been used was removed, and its character was 
found to be entirely changed. It had preserved its 
former shape and general outward appearance, but its 
fracture was no longer bright and metallic, resembling 
wood from which all the sap had been expelled. By 
carefully melting it in a clean black lead crucible, it 
was found that only 15 per cent of it remained in the 
metallic state. The remaining 85 per cent was probably 
zine oxide, though no analysis of it was made.

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Trade Report. 


BRADSTREETS’ ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 

The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 
vance report of the iron and steel situation: 

Iron and steel may properly be described as buoy- 
ant. Prices of pig iron are firmer as a whole, despite 
smaller sales, and Bessemer pig is 50 cents a ton higher 
at Pittsburg. As an example of the demand for crude 
steel it might be noted that $3 advance for Basic open 
hearth billets for prompt delivery, finished products 
share the strength, and plates are bringing $2 a ton 
above the scale, while the rail bar and structural mills 
are all well occupied. Iron ore prices will probably be 
fixed today, and opinion favors a quotation of $4.50 per 
ton against $5.50 last year. 





PIG IRON. 

Rogers, Brown & Co., make the following report on 
pig iron. 

The demand the past week has kept up well. There 
has not been a continuance of orders for large blocks 
which have been taken of late, and it was not to be ex- 
pected, but orders for 100 to 1,000 tons have been very 
numerous and the small lot business has aggregated an 
excellent tonnage. 

The tonic influences that prompted the heavy or- 
ders the past fortnight and occasioned the marked re- 
vival in the pig iron trade evidently permeated the 
metal industries of the entire country, as the buying has 
become general. 

The merchant furances producing Bessemer and 
Basic are so well sold ahead that they are feeling com- 
fortable and apparently are sure of a satisfactory year’s 
business. 

There are indications that in the near future 
further buying by some of the large consumers will be 
necessary to cover their fresh contracts for manufac- 
tured products. 

The demands of the week have been for every qual- 
ity and grade and from nearly every branch of manu- 
facturing using pig iron. 

The question is ‘being asked by producers and con- 
sumers alike as to the trend of trade and prices, and 
buyers who will soon be needing iron are wondering 
whether to buy in anticipation of requirements or wait. 
Many feel that as present prices of pig iron give the 
makers a very slender margin of profit, and as the 
prices are conservatively low, there is no risk in provid- 
ing for known requirements, especially if they can be as- 
sured of securing their chosen brands and enabled to 
maintain their familiar mixtures, and such are buying 
without hestiation. 

The casting of the horoscope as to future prices of 
pig iron has rarely resulted in an infallible prediction. 
It is reasonable to suppose that the curtailment of ex- 
ports of iron and steel and their products will be 
counterbalanced by heavy expansion of domestic trade 
and home consumption, so that it is felt there will be 





a demand for the noraml output of the furnaces 
throughout the year. 

Prices have been a little irregular, but the market 
closes firm with indications of a stable market for the 
coming week. 





COPPER. 

There was a continued good demand, but no large 
transactions were reported. Holders were firm in their 
quotations at 17%c for lake copper and 165¢¢c for elec- 
trolytic. In London the market was somewhat firmer, 
prices advancing 2s 6d per ton. Best selected copper 
was quoted at £77 5s, showing no change during the past 
week. 





TIN. 

Demand was better. Quotations at the call on the 
New York Metal Exchange were: Straits or Malacca, 
spot, bid, 26.20; asked, 26.35. March, bid, 26.10; asked, 
26.35; settling price, 26.20. April, bid, 25.50; asked, 
26.25 ; settling price, 25.8714. May, asked, 26; settling 
price, 25.6244. June, asked, 25.75 ; settling price, 25.50. 
July, asked, 25.50; settling price, 25.25. The market 
closed quiet but firm at 263¢c per lb. for spot tin, as 
against 26144c to 2614c on the preceding day. There 
were no arrivals. The Singapore quotation declined £1 
5s per ton to £113 15s, c. i. f., London. The Billiton 
sale by private tender realized 6634 florins, equal to £111 
10s, c. i. f., Holland, as compared with 70% florins on 
Feb. 13, 71 florins on Jan. 9 and 6634 florins on Dec. 
19. The London market was firm and closed strong. 
Spot tin advanced 5s per ton, while future delivery, not- 
withstanding the decline in the Singapore quotation, 
advanced £2 to £115 15s per ton. 





IRON AND STEEL. 


The market continues very strong. There is good 
demand for pig iron, and values are firm. Reports from 


other cities show that there is a heavy buying movement 
there also in pig iron. Finished materials are all strong, 
with an exceptionally good demand. It is confidentially 


predicted that the advance of $2 a ton on steel plates, 
which is scheduled for today, and the similar advance in 


billets tomorrow will be paid by consumers without a 
murmur, as demand for both products is urgent and 
present prices are merely nominal. In old material the 
market is gradually improving. There is very little 
speculation, but more interest is manifested and quota- 
tions, especially for the higher priced stock, are firmer, 
while for cheaper grades there is more or less irregu- 
larity in values. There is active inquiry for all sections 
of old steel tees and street rails, but the stock is light. 
Sales reported include about 800 tons heavy sections at 
$16.50 and $17 per gross ton, delivered at mill. The 
available stock of old iron rails is said to be scarce, and 
the demand is active. The railroads are the principal 
sellers. No 1 wrought scrap is a little more active. 
There is a good inquiry for yard scrap, and choice rail- 
road scrap is in active demand.
